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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's argument that a layer of surfactant on 
the substrate would disadvantageously prevent a second etching of the wafer or cause non-uniformities in the second etching is found 
unpersuasive because there are no facts to show so. Furthermore, it appears that the invention is doing the same thing; therefore, any 
disadvantages would be inherited from having the surfactant. Also, applicant has not succesfully traversed the motivation that using the 
surfactant would minimze water marks and residues during the cleaning process..
